11 A decorative stone Relief, carved with the head and shoulders 
of Kuan Yin, in T’ang style, with elaborate high headdress, 12in. 


12 A RHINOCEROS HORN LIBATION CupP, attractively carved in the 
shape of a tree-trunk, the handle formed by a gnarled prunus branch, on 
which stands a mouse eating a nut, the flowering twigs in relief on the 
sides with a pine branch below the lip, 44in. high, 18th Century, wood

22 A CHEKIANG CELADON FIGURE OF KUAN TI, seated on a rock 
wearing a loose robe over armour, his face, breast-plate, arm and boot 
all crisply carved and in the biscuit, holding the corner of his robe, which 
is engraved with dragons, in his right hand, the translucent bluish-green 
glaze crackled on the back and the right foot replaced in porcelain, 
103in., Ming Dynasty, wood stand (2)
